This  year,  Windrose  '87  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  a 
great  man  who  contributed  much  of  his  time,  effort  and 
love  to  benefit  the  community  of  St.  Michael's  College  and 
the  University  of  Toronto.  Father  Kelly  was  an  inspiration 
to  all  students  and  to  all  faculty  members. 

Father  Kelly  was  born  on  July  27,  1911  in  Scranton, 
Penn..  He  entered  St.  Mike's  in  1927,  receiving  his  B.A.  in 
1932,  his  M.A.  in  1937  and  his  PhO  in  1947.  He  first 
entered  the  Basilian  Order  in  1932  and  was  ordained  to 
the  priesthood  on  Dec.  19, 1936.  After  leaving  St.  Mike's, 
Father  Kelly  returned  in  1940  as  a  member  of  the 
Philosophy  Department. 

During  the  next  46  years  of  his  life.  Father  Kelly  was  to 
become  an  intricate  part  of  the  St.  Michael's  Community. 
He  held  many  positions;  he  was  the  President  of  St. 
Michael's  College  for  20  years,  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs 
and  Development  for  29  years,  Chairman  of  the 
Philosophy  Department  for  11  years,  and  he  was  a 
member  of  the  University  Senate  for  14  years.  His 
achievements  did  not  go  unnoticed;  in  1967  he  received 


the  Canadian  Centennial  Award,  in  1982,  he  received  the 
degree  of  the  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  St.  Michael's  College, 
fittingly,  50  years  after  his  first  graduation  from  St. 
Mike's,  and  in  1984,  he  was  awarded  an  Officer  of  the 
Order  of  Canada.  In  addition  to  these.  Father  Kelly  receiv- 
ed other  numerous  awards  and  honourary  degrees  in 
recognition  of  his  many  accomplishments. 

Father  Kelly  touched  the  hearts  of  many  and  those  he 
touched  will  always  remember  him  for  what  he  was:  an 
administrator,  an  avid  sports  fan,  an  educator,  a  priest, 
and  a  friend  to  all.  He  will  always  be  remembered  in  his 
priestly  black  suit  and  his  striking  white  hair  surrounded 
by  a  halo  of  gray  smoke. 

Father  Kelly  will  never  be  forgotten  by  the  students  or 
faculty  of  St.  Michael's.  We  offer  him  our  most  sincere 
thanks  for  all  that  he  has  done  to  make  St.  Michael's  and 
the  University  of  Toronto  what  it  is  today.  We  will 
undeniably  miss  the  twinkle  in  his  eye  and  his  heart  of 
gold.

St.  Mike's  Men's  Athletics  once  again  proud  to  be 
a  force  to  be  reckoned  with.  Our  teams  have  great 
balance  between  the  veterans  and  the  enthusiastic 
freshmen.  If  the  success  and  great  participation  of 
this  year  are  any  indication,  the  next  couple  of 
seasons  will  be  glorious  for  St.  Mike's  Athletics. 

In  the  fall,  the  tackle  football  team  suffered  a  cou- 
ple of  frustrating  defeats  especially  the  semi-final 
match  played  m  the  snow  and  mud  at  Scarborough. 
Coach  Byrd  has  vowed  to  bring  the  Mulock  Cup  back 
to  its  'home'  next  year.  The  touch  football  team  had 
an  exciting  season  finishing  second  in  the  regular 
season.  They  lost  a  very  tough  semi-final  match 
against  Law.  The  men's  soccer  team  was  loaded  with 
talented  freshmen  but  lacked  the  scoring  punch  to 
back  up  a  strong  defense.  With  a  large  number  of 
players  returning,  the  squad  should  make  a  strong 
run  at  the  'A'  Championship.  The  men's  lacrosse 
team  captured  the  'B'  Championship  to  continue  its 
fine  winning  tradition. 

The  winter  season  saw  unprecedented  numbers  of 
St.  Mike's  teams  participate  -  7  basketball  teams,  5 
hockey  teams  and  3  volleyball  teams.  The  'A'  basket- 
ball has  advanced  to  the  finals  and  is  favoured  to 
capture  the  championship  after  two  near  misses. 
The  'A'  hockey  team  lost  to  Scarborough  in  a  very 
tense  semi-final.  The  same  remained  tied  after 
regulation  time,  one  period  of  overtime  and  5  penal- 
ty shots,  only  to  end  in  Scarboroughs  favour  on  the 
sixth  penalty  shot.  The  'A'  volleyball  lost  a  heart- 
breaking championship  match  to  Engineering.  The 
"C  volleyball  team  captured  the  championship  pen- 
ding an  appeal  by  the  losing  Pharmacy  team. 
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For  Women's  Athletics.  1986-87  can  justifiably  be  titled, 
"The  Year  of  the  Championships. "  Enthusiasm  and  a  strong 
sense  of  St.  Mike's  spirit  carried  all  four  fall  teams  to  the 
finals.  The  'A'  Field  Hockey  team  fought  a  long  battle  against 
Scarborough  only  to  lose  after  an  endless  number  of  sudden 
death  penalty  shots.  The  'B'  Soccer  team  succumbed  to  an 
equally  strong  Medicine  team  in  their  final  game.  However, 
the  'A'  Soccer  team  beat  Erindale  in  the  finals  completing  a 
season  untainted  by  a  loss.  The  'B'  Flag  Football  team  almost 
didn't  make  it  to  the  playoffs  -  not  because  they  didn't 
qualify,  but  due  to  a  mistake  made  by  the  DAR  (Department 
of  Athletics  and  Recreation)  in  standings.  This  was  soon 
cleared  up  and  the  team  went  on  to  glory  -  slaughtering  Law 
in  the  final  game. 

Winter  was  also  an  exciting  time  for  women's  athletics, 
although  not  as  successful,  there  were  many  energetic  and 
devoted  athletes  involved.  All  three  volleyball  teams  had  ex- 
cellent seasons;  the  'B'  team  made  it  to  the  playoffs  only  to 
be  cut  short  in  the  quarter-finals  by  (surprisingly  enough!) 
New  College. 

The  story  of  the  year  goes  to  the  birth  of  women's  hockey  as 
a  popular  sport  at  St.  Mike's,  The  'A'  team  did  well,  advanc- 
ing to  the  playoffs,  unfortunately,  Erindale  proved  to  be  the 
stronger  of  the  two.  The  "Killer  B's"  alone  possessed  enough 
spirit  and  enthusiasm  to  outfit  ten  teams.  Thanks  to  Paul 
Newman  and  his  excellent  coverage  of  the  girls'  exploits, 
they  scored  goals,  played  a  version  of  positional  hocKey  and 
drew  fans  to  their  games. 

Improved  participation  was  evident  in  the  tournament  area 
of  intramurals.  A  great  time  was  had  by  all  who  were  nvolved 
in  the  squash,  badminton,  tennis  and  brDomball 
tournaments.
